No sophomore qualified for the award) 


Dear Mr. McEvoy: 

The mention of Santa Ana Jun- 
ior college in your recent article, 
“Move Over, Please,” has made us 
journalism students eager to justi- 
fy our existence and also eager to 
present some solution to the pres- 
ent problem of the college gradu- 
ate. 

In the first place, very few of us 
are really seriously interested in 
making journalism our chosen pro- 
fession. We are taking it because 
we figure that the knowledge we 
gain will be useful in almost any 
work. Perhaps that will ease your 
mind about our glutting the news- 
paper field. 

However, even that statement 
does not change the problem that 
faces students when they have to 
start out on their own. One of the 
causes of the difficulties is, I be- 
lieve, the inability of most high 
school students to determine any 
definite line of work to follow. 
These indecisive people (who are [| 
in the majority) then take what is 
known as a general course—a 
course which gives a general cul- 
tural background but which does 
not prepare them for any position 
to earn their daily bread. That’s 
why there is no place for them. 
They are not prepared to take one. 

With the many new jobs that 
have been created during the past 
generation, it seems rather amaz- 
ing that so many college graduates 
are unemployed. The answer must 
be that the educational centers are 
not keeping up with the outside 
world—with industrial improve- 
ments, with new economic condi- 
tions, with scientific progress. 

A retort to that might be that 
the depression proved that there 
weren’t enough jobs to go around, 
but I maintain that it only takes 
a little initiative and ambition to 
find a job or make one. Naturally, 
it takes a person with a little more 
than average intelligence, person- 
ality, and opportunity to make the 
top, but many can find satisfactory 
jobs merely by displaying a little 


One thing, though, must be 
faced. A college graduate, merely 
because he has graduated, need 
not think that he belongs only at 
the top. In this day and age a 
great many young men and women 
are going to college, and the per- 
centage is too great to make all of 
them leaders. Many—indeed, most 
of them,—must be content with be- 
ing average men and women, liv- 
ing on an average salary in aver- 
age surroundings with an average 
amount of security and comfort. It 
is nothing to be ashamed of. There 
is a certain distinction to being one 
of the great Middle Class. 

But how does one get that aver- 
age job? Well, all I can say is that 
a person can not sit passively by 
and let the world come to him. If 
he finds his education is not ade- 
quate, he must get more. How 
about digging ditches during the 
day in order to go to school at 
night? Someones has to dig ditches, 
and he may learn something else 
at the same time. The best thing 
to do is to get up to date. This is 
the age of airplanes, color photog: 
raphy, television, social security, 
and new deals. Do something to fit 
in with this life. If the college 
graduate majored in Greek philos- 
ophy or something like that he 
must find some way to apply it to 
life now if he is to make use of his 
knowledge. 

After 16 years of school the 
idea of more is discouraging to a 
graduate, but if he gets results it 
is worth the effort. Besides, haven’t 
you heard? The depression is over. 
There’s no need to worry. But does

Credit Union Now 
Open For Loans 


With vacation approaching, the 
Orange County Teachers Credit 
union is prepared to make loans 
for the summer which will probably 
bring the total amount out to $85,- 
000, Harry P. Jackson, secretary- 
treasurer, announced today. 


George B. Holmes’ will be in 
charge of the office during the sum- 
mer. 

Almost 700 Orange county tea- 
chers belong to the credit union 
which was formed three years ago 
to provide means for teachers to 
deposit money or to borrow it. 

Members are instructors, office 
workers of the schools and school 
organizations. Santa Ana Junior 
college is one of the members, and 
has $15000 invested, Jackson stat- 
ed. 

During most months about $12,- 
000 is loaned out, but during the 
summer the amount increases, 
since teachers desire money for 
summer courses and other ex- 
penses, Mr. Jackson said. 

The majority of loans are for 
automobile and personal loans, he 
added. 

There are 11 directors, a super- 
visory committee of three members 
who audit the books every three 
months, and a credit committee of 
three members which approves the 
application. The credit union is 
now a California corporation.

In 1928 there was an increase to 
66 graduates. It was at this occa- 
sion that the first Robert L. Brown 
prizes were awarded. They consist- 
ed of $35.00 in gold to be presented 
to the man and woman who were

The years 1934, 1935, and 1936 
boasted 180, 168, and 152 gradu- 
ates respectively.
